States Steel co rpo ratio n, 
is bending 
befo re the sto rm o f public disappro val, 
and neg o tiatio ns 
have been o pened 
lo o king to ward a reco nciliatio n 
be­ 
tween Co rey and his wife, and if that 
canno t be effected, he will seek a set­ 
tlement that can be kept fro m pub­ 
licity . This settlement, it is said, will 
co st him $2,500,000. 
A family co nference is to be held 
in Braddo ck next week, at which Co ­ 
rey , his parents, Mrs. Co rey and the 
relatives o f bo th families, with their 
atto rney s, are to be present. 
Co rey threatens to expo se the scan­ 
dals o f his rich asso ciates if they do 
no t pro mptly “let up” o n him. 
The 
g reat public, which has had to ho ld 
its no se o ften o f late because o f the 
do ing s o f the rich, almo st ho pes he 
will bluff them to a standstill. 
To o btain ammunitio n has been the 
o bject o f his visit to Pittsburg , and 
the silencing o f J. B. Co rey, his uncle, 
who has threatened thro ug h the public 
press to divulg e so mething rich and 
rare reg arding the case o f his nephew 
and the Steel trust 
President 
Co rey , 
acco rding 
to 
friends who have talked with him, 
pro po ses to make it warm fo r many , 
including H. C. Frick, by lay ing bare 
the hitherto unwritten histo ry o f a 
certain dinner at the Duquesne club 
so me y ears ag o ; also the Inside wo rk­ 
ing s o f Cassie Chadwick with 
the 
Pittsburg millio naires—all this if he 
is fo rced to fig ht fo r his jo b. 
Last week there arrived fro m New 
Yo rk two smo o th-lo o king , easy -wo rk­ 
ing perso ns who set o n fo o t shrewd 
inquiry abo ut the ’’Frick dinner” o f 
so me seven o r eig ht y ears ag o at the 
Duquesne club, the full histo ry 
o f 
which was never printed, and which, 
acco rding to the Co rey peo ple, never 
reached 
the o utside 
wo rld. 
Anna 
Held, who had been g iven $500 to 
sing at the dinner, ho wever, reached 
the o utside wo rld that nig ht in tears. 
The sto ry o f the Duquesne club din­ 
ner o f eig ht y ears ag o , as made public 
at the time, was that Manag er Frick 
g ave a bachelo r dinner to o ne o f his 
relatives, at which there were g uests 
fro m Pittsburg and New Yo rk. 
He 
g ave Anna Held $500 to sing and 
dance fo r his g uests. 
W hat happened there Is kno wn fully 
o nly to Co rey end the o ther g uests, 
but the fact remains that Miss Held 
fled In terro r, tears and tatters fro m 
the club by a back do o r, escaping in 
her carriag e. 
It was said afterwards 
that Miss Held had started to sing her 
favo rite little so ng , ”Oh, Wo n’t Yo u 
Co me and Play 
W ith MeT* • when 
so mething happened. 
So me o f the g uests, 
it appears, 
sho wed a desire to accept the tuneful 
Invitatio n literally , and the so ng was 
never finished, fo r Miss Held was 
rescued by her m ajpg er and rushed 
fro m the club. 
The manag er started to raise a ro w 
afterward, but was quieted in so me 
way, and no 
than the abo ve facts 
weje 
ever ^imade 
public. 
Co rey’s 
friends claim, ho wever, 
that there 
were o ther and mo re startling facts, 
o thers besides Anna Held, to enter­ 
tain, and that names and Incidents 
wo uld make rich reading . 
The smo o th pair fro m New Yo rk, 
who were undo ubtedly In the emplo y 
o f Mr. Co rey, have no t been Idle. The 
adventures o f Cassie Chadwick 
In 
Pittsburg are being lo o ked up also by 
tho se co nnected with Co rey, and this 
may be ano ther reaso n fo r asking that 
certain peo ple do no t press Mr. Co rey 
so that he will have to resig n. 
That there were 
o thers 
besides 
James W. Friend in the co lls o f Cas­ 
sie, hut that they bo ug ht their way 
o ut, has b» en frequently alleg ed here, 
and if any o ne kno ws all abo ut It, It 
is Co rey, and he, acco rding to 
his 
friends, is ready to talk if he has to 
to save his Jo b. 
"All Mr. Co rey asks is to be let 
alo ne.” said o ne o f his friends 
this 
mo rning .

Employment Bureau to Be Maintained 
In All the Cities of 50J)00 or 
More Population.

Emplo yers* asso ciatio n, at a meeting 
y esterday , fo rmulated plans fo r the 
establishment o f a standing army o f

trade, to be prepared to g o to any city 
in the United States to fill the places 
o f strikers when necessary . 
Emplo y ment bureatis will be main­ 
tained in all cities o f 50,000 o r mo re, 
where no nunio n wo rkmen can reg is­ 
ter. 
When the o ccasio n arises these 
men will be used to take the place o f 
strikers.

A Bank President Says He Was 
Forced to It. 


DEFENDANT HAS BEEN HERE 


Wilfley Tells Remarkable Story at 
Trial of Imhodon and Hill For 
Illegal Conspiracy. 


Leo nard B. Imbo den, who has fre­ 
quently visited Sedalia, and is well 
kno wn in lo cal financial circles, even 
if no t favo rably , was written o f as fo l­ 
lo ws In a Denver, Co lo ., dispatch o f 
the 14th: 
Sto cks o f banks In Texas, Oklaho ma 
and Indian territo ry and o ther securi­ 
ties, o n which mo re than $500,000 o f 
IJenver Saving s bank depo sits were 
lo aned, were intro duced in evidence 
to day at the trial o f Leo nard B. Im­ 
bo den and James A. Hill o n the charg e 
o f co nspiracy to wreck the Denver 
bank. 
So me o f these securities are 
declared by the state’s atto rney to be 
abso lutely wo rthless. 
Charles B. Wilfley, fo rmerly presi­ 
dent o f the Denver bank, who was in­ 
dicted to g ether with Imbo dmi, Hill 
and o thers, and who is a witness fo r 
the 
state, 
testified 
that 
Imbo den 
fo rced him to make a lo an o f $8 0,000 
to H. L. Hull, taking as security 8 50 
shares o f sto ck o f the Mo unt Verno n 
Natio nal bank o f Bo sto n. Wilfley also 
testified that Imbo den "fo rced him to 
make a lo an o f $50,000 to be used.in 
securing co ntro l o f a bank at Enid, 
Okla.” 
He said that o n January 30, 1904, he 


drew o n the Natio nal Bank o f Oo m- 
merce o f Kansas City fo r $25,000, pay ­ 
able to E. E. Hull, hut the m<mey, t e 
declared, was delivered to Imbo den. 
The witness said that he was a» » 
qualnted with Hull’s sig nature, aaE 
that the Indo rsement o f Hull o n th s 
draft was no t in Hull’s handwritini; 
and that.Hull to ld him the m ne t^ .» » 
Wilfley declares that his sig nato m 
o n a cerUflcate o f depo sit fo r 
$5000 on 
the Bank o f Co mmerce o f Fo rt WcHth» 
Tex., was a fo rg ery , and he identiiM 
the handwriting as Imbo den’s.

Two 
of its members have been un d er sen ­ 
ten ce of fin e an d imprison men t. Two 
others by their own testimon y have 
con fessed to the commission of acts 
which are crimes un d er the pen al law 
of the state of New York.

stan d s con victed of the crime again st 
law an d d ecen cy—poligamy. An other 
of havin g obtain ed a seat in the sen ate 
by the most un blushin g an d flagran t 
bribery. 
An d still an other by acts 
which the people of his city an d state 
have c<md emn ed in the most iK)sitlve 
m an n er as crimes. 


The Un ited States supreme court, 
accord in g to a d ispatch in a St. Louis 
paper, has recen tly han d ed d own a d e­ 
cision which, in effect, overturn s the 
crimin al practice of the fed eral courts 
for gen eration s, n amely, that when an 
appeal is taken by the con victed party 
the appellate courts can n ot mod ify the 
sen ten ce of the former, 
but 
must 
» 
either affirm it or reverse it. 
Tues­ 
d ay’s d ecision hold s that the appel­ 
lan t, by prosecutin g an appeal, waives 
all rights again st bein g placed twice 
in jeopard y for the same offen se, an d 
that the en tire case is subject to re­ 
view. This, says the Chillicothe Con ­ 
stitution , will affect 
in d irectly 
the 
crimin al practice in the state courts 
as w'ell, an d the result is likely to be 
few'er appeals for purposes of d elay.
